T cannot but think, that a Renunciation 
(if it be ſuch a one as will execute it ſelf)

The greater and the 
leſſer Dignit aries are, ſome of them, ſuch 
as have Ambition, and are of a right 
High-Church Spirit, and therefore, are 
directed by thoſe Aims, and will accord- 


ingly go, if they can with Safety, as 
they are bid. As for the Inferiour High 
*Ch— Clergy, moſt of them are ſuch as 


have been bred up in the Univerſeties 
ſince the Revolution, and conſequently, 
with the greateſt Prejudice, IIl- will and 
Averſion to it, and thoſe who brought it 

22" "oy abour, 
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about, and aſſiſted in it; though they 
were more immediately releiv'd by it, 
than any People in the Kingdom, Your 
Majeſty may therefore throw your Net 
over theſe People, and take as many as 
you will; and if you let them alone in 
their Poſſeſſions, the Indefe aſible Hereditary 
Right will find but little Oppoſition. They 
are not ſo ſtrong againſt Arbitrary Power 
and Popery as their Predeceſſors were; 
they have more Fire, but le(s Light, and 
much leſs Knowledge. ,Your Majeſty 
will not take it amiſs, if hy, they very 
much reſemble the Clergy of Slave-onis; 
they aflect Elegancies, fine Language, 
pretty Turns and Points; and have (as 
I have heard) almoſt all their Learning 


in their Mother- Tongue. They would 


be thought fine Gentlemen, well bred, 
accompliſh'd Perſons; and in order to it, 
they ſpeak delicately, and dreſs hand- 
ſomly. Theſe Men, Sir, never will be 
formidable; nor will they ſtand in the 
way of any great Deſigns, Let not their 


Prince pretend to Arbitrary Power, and. 


they will give it him. Let him not 
touch the Charch*'s Property, and he 
may have the Peoples when he will. The 
forgetting this, was King Jago's Misfor- 
tune, and ended in his Ruin. He thought 

a panics ab (as 
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(as have heard from his Father Con- 
feſſor ) that they who had taught the 
Doctrines of Paſſive Obedience, and Submiſ- 
ſion, without Reſerve, to others, would be 
the firſt to put them in Practice them- 
ſelves, and therefore he began with them 
firſt; but let the Son remember, that 
Nature and Principle are two Things. This 
Tribe muſt, by all means, be ſpoken fair 
to, careſs'd and pleas'd, and kept in the 
Humour they now are, and made to be- 
lieve, that alb Things go exceeding well 
for them, and that to preach, at this time, 
againſt Popery and Arbitrary Power, is no- 
thing but Cant, and Faction, and Sedition, 
Your Majefty will not, I perſwade my ſelt, 
think theſe Informations to be of little 
Moment. Your own Diſputes with 1z- 


nocent the XIth inſtructed you how needful 


it was to keep the Clergy in good Tem- 
per, and your Intereſts; and he who 
would do any great Matters in this Na- 
tion muſt take great care of the Churches 
in the firſt place. It is no ſmall thing to 


have the Ears of the People one Day in 


Seven nail'd to the Pulpit ; a good deal of 


whatever enters then, rings in their Heads 
a Week after. 


As to the Senate, I need ſay nothing; there 
is not a Prince or State in „ 
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but knows them very well: The Emp----r 
knows them; the D--ch know them; the 
E. of Han r has heard of them; and 
a Prince of your Majeſty's Penetration 
cannot but know them intimately well. 
I would lay Five hundred thouſand 
Pounds (if I had it | that no Body knows 
them better; and Idare affirm, that you 
were never ſo ſenſible in all your Life 
what a Sen-te can do, as you were this 
laſt Seſſion. Did it not put your Majeſty 
in Mind of the bleſſed Days you and we 
had above thirty Years azo! Well, God 
be praiſed, that Golden Age ſeems to be 
returning again. 

The Sen-te is made up of N-b-l-y and 
G--try , great Men all of them.; but 
frail and corruptible Men, for all that: 
that's in general. But your Majeſty will 
alſo be pleaſed to know, that the former 
were never ſo numerous, the latter ne- 
ver ſo poor as they are now: and where 
there is ſo much Game, can a skillful 
Sportſman miſs of taking Some ? Thelaft 
Twelve P---rs were certainly not the 
twelve P--rs of Slave-onia; but Certainly 
the more they are, it will not be the 
worſe for Slave-onia. The Conſtitution 
( which is an Enemy to your Majeſty ) 
was never ſo wounded theſe Two _ 

re 
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dred Years, as by that numerous Cre---on. 
The Men that would adviſe that, will 
ftickat nothing. Fear them not, they wall 
not ſtartle at any Propojals you thall make, 
they are entirely in your hands, for 
when you leave them, they are ruined, 
The C--m----s are made poor. they ſay, by 
the Slave-ozick War; and many of them 
are reſolved to have it out of you, ſome 
way or other. Happy Prince, let them ! 
whatever theſe Men ſhall take from you, 
will return, like Alms, in Bleſſings on 
your Head. Tis % moſt Chriſtian way 
of vanquiſhing an Enemy, by heaping 
Benefits upon him | 

As to many of the lower Gentry, Citt- 
zens, and Commonalty, depend upon it, 
Sir, they may be led, as in a String, whi- 
ther your Friends will pleaſe to carry 
them, altho it were to leap into the Sea. 
The Scriptures (a Book your Majeſty 
may have heard of, but with us it goes 
for Oracle) the Scriptures have propheti- 
cally deſcribed thoſe Men under the Image 
of Idols — They haue Eyes and ſee not, Ears 
and hear not, Noſes have they and ſmell not. 
In a word, Sir, their Senſes are not their 
own; they have no uſe of them. They 
are brought to cry down their own Liber- 
ty ; they rave againſt their „ 
x te 
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they would tear in pieces the Men that 
would ſave them; and they believe none 
but thoſe who have end and ruined 
em. Take it for a Specimen of their 
good Underſtanding, that they are recan- 
ciled to Slawe-onta ; think themſelves fate 
altho? both the Old and the New World 
remain with your Grandſon, want to be 
fighting with the D—ch ; believe the 
preſent M—rs to be Men of Honeſty, Ca- 
pacity, and in the Intereſts of their Coun- 
try; think the S— Sa a beneficial 
thing; and that now they have D—— 4, 
they may lead you by the Nole, and do 
What they will with allthe World ; and; 
to crown all, Sir, they believe we have 

yed an honeſt and an honourable Part 
in the Low Countries. Judge what a 
People you have now to deal withal. I 
am not a Man to impoſe upon Princes: 
try thoſe who are of each Party, if you 
correſpond with both ; and ſee if I have 
not done my Country Juſtice, and- if 
what I ſay, be not, generally ſpeaking, 
very true. |.

CG hand, I could advance 
 ſome-« 
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ſomething of more Importance, But ta- 
king what is already faid for granted, will 
you alt for another Opportunity ?

any? What is it that you' want? What 
Diſpoſition would you have us in? If — 
had made us, Sir, inſtead of God, 
would have made us no otheru iſe chan — 
may now find us. Will We oppoſe you? 
Can we if we would ? or would we if we 
could? Wil che Em r aſſiſt us? 
Will the D ch aſſiſt us? Will any 
one of the C fe — tes ſtir a Hand in 
our Defence ? Can we expect it from them ? 
Haxe we deſerx ed it from them? or are 
they, at this time, capable of doing it, 
could they forget our fair dealings with 
them? What hands have we at home, had 
we the Hearrsto withſtand you? And as 
to our Forces abroad, do you fear them? 
Whenever they leave to be your Friends, 
they are your Priſoners : they may be 
poſſibly a Terror to your Enemies, but I dare 
lay they give not your Majeſty an uneaſie 
Thought.
